“ Bu t who cau ses the ‘blin d tiger’! 
It is the sair.e crowd which wan ts 
saloon s. The liqu or traffic ev ades the 
the law an d asserts its own v iola­ 
tion as a proof of the failu re of the 
law. The late Sen ator Carmack said: 
‘The liqu or traffic wou ld rather die 
than obey the law*.’ 
It is dy in g be­ 
cau se it has n ot obey ed the 
law. 
Sev en teen states hav e driv en it ou t 
of their borders, an d sev en of these 
hav e ou sted it the last fou r motn hs. 
The chief reason for this is becau se 
the liqu or crowd has assu med that 
it was abov e the law. 
All ov er this 
cou n try liqu or men hav e persisten tly 
an d defian tly disregarded 
the 
law. 
They wou ld make themselv es ex cep­ 
tion s to the law. 
They 
hav e 
been 
breakin g the law in Ru shv ille by aid­ 
in g an d abettin g ‘blin d tigers.’ 
“ It will be a mistake to gTan t them 
licen se to sell in saloon s. 
If they 
are in the bu sin ess of breakin g down 
the law in ‘dry ’ town s, will they re­ 
spect 
legal 
restriction s 
in 
‘wet’ 
town s? 
It is sign ifican t that tlie first 
sign atu res on the petition for elec­ 
tion is that of a man who has been 
con v icted for ru n n in g a ‘blin d tiger.1

gists for sellin g Uku u r withou t li­ 
cen ses, 
This was a short n ewspaper 
item. 
It is fu ll of sign ifican ce,

shows that dru ggists were sellin g in 
‘wet’ territory . A dru ggist who wou ld 
sell illegally in a ‘dry ’ town wou ld do 
the same in a ‘wet’ town . In New 
York there is on e ‘blin d tiger’ for 
ev ery 8 17 of the popu lation ; in Illin ­ 
ois on e for ev ery 5(51 in habitan ts; in 
Kan sas on e for ev ery 2,207 of the 
popu lation

antly in ‘wet’ than in ‘dry ’ territory . 
“Con gressman Hobson say s: ‘Un it­ 
ed States tax receipts show that 
there are on e-half as man y illicit tax 
receipts as there are licen sed saloon s 
in most of ou r ‘wet’ territory . 
In 
‘dry ’ territory y ou get a fu ll an d com­ 
plete pictu re of this ou tlaw.’ Accord­ 
in g to this, ‘blin d tigers’ do n ot cease 
when a place is v oted ‘wet.’ 
In this 
city on e y ear when there were n in e­ 
teen saloon s 18 1 in dictmen ts were 
retu rn ed by the gran d ju ry for il­ 
legal sellig.

The late Senator Carmack said: 


'The liquor traffic would rather die 
than obey the' law.' It is dying be- 
ause it has not obeyed the law. 
Seventeen states have driven it out 
of their borders, and seven of these I 
liave ousted it the last four motnhs.> 
The chief reason for this is because 
;he liquor crowd has assumed that 
it was above the law. All over this 
country liquor men have persistently 
and defiantly disregarded the law. 
They would make themselves excep- 
tions to the law. They have been 
breaking the law iu Rushville by aid- 
ing and abetting 'blind tigers.' 
i 


"It will be a mistake to grant them 


license to sell in saloons. 
If they 


are in the business of breaking down 
the law in 'dry' towns, will they re- 
spect 
legal 
restrictions 
in 
'wet' 


towns? It is significant that the first 
signatures on the petition for elec- 
tion is that of a man who has been 
convicted for running a 'blind tiger." 
lie will probably want a license for a 
saloon. Are we assured that he will 
keep the law any better with a sa- 
loon than without it?

'wet' territory. A druggist who would j 
sell illegally in a 'dry' town would do 


I he same iu a 'wet' town. In New 
York there is one 'blind tiger' for 
every 817 of the population; in Illin- 
ois one for every 501 inhabitants; in 
Kansas one for every 2,207 of the 
population. This 
shows that 
the 


'blind tiger' flourishes more abund- 
antly in 'wet' than in 'dry' territory. 


"Congressman llobscn says: 'Unit- 


ed States tax receipts show that 
there are one-half as many illicit tax 
receipts as there arc licensed saloons 
in most of our 'wet' territory. 
In 


'dry' territory you get a full and com- 
plete picture of Ibis outlaw.' Accord- 
ing to this, 'blind tigers' do not cease 
when a place is voted 'wet.' In this 
city one year when there were,nine- 
teen saloons 181 indictments were 
returned by tbe grand jury for il- 
legal sellig. 
If illegal

liquor did not cense when we had 
nineteen saloons it will not cease 
now if the saloons come back. We 
will simply h-ive the 'blind tigers' 
wilh the saloons added."
